Reports given at the aruiuai meet¬ 
ing of the Church of Christ, Vulcan, 
last Sunday showed the progress 
made by the various departments of 
the church. Despite the effect the wa» 
has had in taking many of the young 
peop|e and others into war services 
and consequently away from the work 
of the congregation,, the church has 
had much to encourage it. 

1 he linancial ' statement showed a 
balance in all departments. The total 
aotouni given-amounted to $2,231.91. 
Of this amount $28.46 was given to 
missionary and evangelistic work. 
i>ui this doeL, not include tne several 
hundred dollars given by individuals 
to the Alberta Bible College, the Fine 
Luke Christian camp, and other mis¬ 
sionary causes: Besides donating to 
these Christian projects the treasur¬ 
er's report showed that $214.41 had 
been paid on the chuarch parsonage 
and that only a few dollars remained 
to completely clear this debt. During 
the year the church purchased a com¬ 
plete supply of one of the best church 
hymnals obtainable. 

With the exception of ^ome 
amounts raised by the Ladies’ Circle 
thi year’s income was raised by 
straight gifts, mostly through the 
Lord’s Day offerings. The month to 
month treasurer’s report showed that 
there had always been a balance oa 
hand throughout the entire year.

ational outlets as a necessary part of healthful, social 
development. In fact it is a question if any community 
can afford to be without all reasonable facilities in this 
line. ' ‘ __ U '« *- 

A few people in the town and district are strongly 
behind such a project, realising its importance in ways 
which cannot always be reckoned in money. But there 
must be a representative body of opinion in favor be¬ 
fore anything of a comprehensive nature can be 
launched. 

It is very probable that senior governments will have 
blueprints and plaps of such undertakings available to 
all smaller centres that are interested and ranging from 
a modest community hall to larger projects combining 
all.forms of recreation as one unit. Such plans could 
serve as a guide in deciding what might safely be at¬ 
tempted. 

It seems of great importance that whatever the plan 
of financing operation, the fees be such that no person 
of the community is ba'rred from participation because 
of lack of money. It is to be hoped that there is no re¬ 
currence if depression* but We'can well remember how 
little thebe was in the town to provide outlet of any 
sort for the young people of the depression years: How 
often the 'teen-agers could not afford to join in the 
sports available at that time. Administration must be 
such that the project pay itsvyay, fCtlly covering cost of 
maintenance, but thy, can surely be done without losing 
sigl.t of human needs and the service to be rendered. 

Another,thing, before one step is taken to realize 
such a community centre, there should be full assur¬ 
ance of maintenance from year to year, regardless of 
passing enthusiasms oychange of authority. One sad, 
even though minor, expet ience of the town has been the 
decline in care and upkeep of the Elks’ paddling pool, 
which waS built by the determined leadership of'a few 
people, and, the added help of almost all citizens. The 
. paddling pool is a reminder that there Imust be unceas¬ 
ing interest and vision in order to maintain any project 
in continued usefulness. Otheiwise a good investment 
becomes waste. 

There must be no' waste, no half-formed planning in 
the approach to a community hall. Whatever is at¬ 
tempted should be soundly based, should have majority 
support and co-operation, and should be built as an en¬ 
during memorial.

Some towns comparable in size land substance with 
High River have already made a*«art on certain units 
intended as a part of an all-embracing building pro¬ 
ject. In some cases the start has been made with a 
swimming pool; in others an auditorium has been the 
first objective.

There can be no doubt that men and 
women of the armed services would favor a form of 
memorial which would bring happiness and recreational 
oppoitunity to those who return and to succeeding gen¬ 
erations of young people who follow after them. 

High River should be giving seriou thought to this 
question of a suitable community centre. It would 
mean a big capital outlay,, but it is a facility in keeping 
with the times.

offered nothing else in compensation. Younger people 
also, ineligible for armed service, are not free to move, 
about and accept opportunity available, till the Board 
is prepared to give the clear signal. In the meantime 
they may lose their chance. 

It would be very refreshing just once to hear some¬ 
one make public acknowledgment of some good deed ot 
the Selective Service Board. Just once to hear that in¬ 
stead of intervening to delay employment, or compli¬ 
cate life for so many people, this Supreme Authority 
speeded up action in finding positions far those seeking 
work. So much of what has been done seems negative 
and has confused situations which might be kept 
simple. 

* It may be that after the war this Board may show 
vim and vitality, finding work for those who clamor for 
it, and acting as a quick go-between to serve employers 
and workers. Otherwise it should be one of the first ex¬ 
pressions of government red tape to be disbanded. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE 


¥T is possible that the Selective Service Board per- 
* forms some useful function. No doubt it keeps tab 
on all employable citizens for the purpose of diverting 
them to occupations where they are most needed. But 
it is unfortunate that so little of good is ever hoard of 
this form of government setup. In fact from all that 
one hears, the Board succeeds best in frustrating efforts 
to get jobs. Perhaps one never hears of the people 
who have been satisfactorily placed through the efforts 
of the Board. But certainly one hears plenty about 
those who are held up in their chances of getting jobs, 
through the red tape and authority of the Board.

Manpower—Personal loss has dom- 
in t« d the lives, work, emotions of f 
Canadians more this year than eve» 
before. In the first three months of 
tiie invasion 20.000 casualties were 
reported—half as many as in the first 
four ■ and ;i half years of the war.

Edmonton Hold Up 
The Grand Trunk Pacific has suc¬ 
ceeded in holding up Edmonton for a 
$150,900 bonus. Edmonton in return 
for this is to be made chief divisional 
point of the Grand Tiunk Pacific on 
the main line between Winnipeg and 
the coast. But the principle is very 
rotten indeed. We did-not hear just 
what threats Morse of the G;T.P. used 
to get this bonus. For the sake ot 
uniformity all those railroads should 
come under the generic title of Q.P.Q 
R’y or the Quid Pro Quo Railway 
The bonus is not the only part o* 
the holdup. There is exemption from 
taxation. Thus impudence and diplo¬ 
macy again utriumph over stupidity. 

In consideration of the company un¬ 
dertaking to make Edmonton its di¬ 
visional point the agreement is $100,- 
000 in cash or debentures, exemption 
from taxation for a 5 year period lor 
all company property, and to fit as¬ 
sessment at present value of the 
property for the next 20 years. 

This is a beautiful grab, a sweet 
Kraft. . 

That such an outrage is possible in 
the twentieth century is sufficient to 
justify the world in holding our legis¬ 
lation up to ridicule. What are the 
ratepayers of Edmonton thinking ?
